T HE Indians having taken their Seats, in Order, Mr. Croghan opened the Con-, 
ferences as follows, viz. 


Brethren of the Six Nations, Delawares, Shawanefe, Munfies, and Mohickons 

I am glad to fee fo many of your different Nations alfembled at this Council Fire 
and with this String of Wampum I clear your Eyes, and wipe away yeur TearsI 
that you may fee and look on your Brethren the Englijh, with Pleafure.

Brethren, 

With this String I clean the Sweat off your Bodies, and remove all evil Thoughts, 
from your Minds, and clean the Paffage to your Hearts, that every Thing which may 
be faid to you, from your Brethren the Englijh, may reft eafy there.

Brethren, 

With this String I clear your Ears, that you may hear and confider well what is 
going to be faid to you at this general Meeting of your feveral Tribes.

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Brethren, 

I take this firft Opportunity of our Meeting in Council, to introduce to you the 1768. 
Commiffioners of Pennfylvania, appointed by your Brother Onas, and the wife Men '—-v—> 
of that Government, and defire you will give particular Attention to the feveral Mef- 
fa^es thole Gentlemen are charged with, to deliver to your feveral Nations.

After the above Speeches were explained to the different Nations, Mr. M'Kee de¬ 
livered to them the Mefjage which Governor Penn fent to his Care in February laft, 
having had no Opportunity, till now, of meeting with the Chiefs of the feveral Tribes 
together, though he had difpatched Meffengers to inform them of his having fuch a 
Meffage to communicate to them. 

The Meffage follows iri tliefe Words, viz'. 

By the Honourable JOHN PENN, Efquire, Lieutenant-Governor and Com¬ 
mander in Chief of tht Province of Pennfylvania, and Counties of Newcaftle, Kent, 
and Suffex, on Delaware, &c. (sc. 

A MESSAGE to the Chiefs and Warriors of the Six Nations, Delawares and 
Shawanefe, at Ohio. 


Brethren, 

I AM forry to acquaint you that one Frederick Stump, and John Ironcutter, fome Time 
ago, having fold fome Rum to a few Indians of your Nations, they all got drunk at 
Stump's Houfe on Middle Creek, and, in their Liquor, threatened to kill him and his 
Family, as he fays; on which thofe two wicked Men murdered feveral of your People. 

Brethren, 

You muff all be fenfible that there are bad and foolilh People of all Nations, whom 
at Times the evil Spirit gets the better of; and tempts to murder their molt intimatd 
Friends, and even Relations, in order to difturb the Peace and Tranquillity of their 
Neighbours ^—Thefe Accidents often happen amongft yourfelves, as well as among 
us, but the imprudent Adt of a few foolifh People fhould not difturb the Peace of the 
many wife and innocent amongft us. 

The great Giver of Life hasgiveh us a good Heart, and Tongues to fpeak the Sen¬ 
timents of our Hearts to each other—And when any Misfortune happens of this Kind 
to either of us, we fhould confider well the Confequences, and meet under the Tree 
of Peace, and fmoke together as our Forefathers formerly did, and endeavour to ad- 
juft and fettle any Difputes that might formerly happen, that fo no black Clouds might 
arife over our Heads, to prevent us from feeing the Sun rife and fet over us in the 
ftridteft Friendfhip. 

This is the Method I propofe to take on this unlucky Occafion, and recommend to 
you my Brethren, and defireyou may reft eafy and fatisfied till you hear from me again. 
The ftridteft Juftice fhall be done you, and I make no Doubt but you will be fatisfied 
with riiy Condudt. 

On firft hearing of this unfortunate Affair, I iffued a Proclamation, and had thofe 
two Men apprehended and put into Prifon, and make no Doubt but to bring them to 
that Punifhmcnt fo heinbus a Crime deferves, by the Laws of their Country. 

I have wrote to Sir William Johnfon, and informed him of this Accident; and as 
foon as my Exprefs returns, you may be lure to hear from me and him farther on this 
Matter, and more to your Satisfadtion, as you will be convinced of the Juftice and 
upright Intentions of all His Majefty’s Subjedts, towards your feveral Nations.

After the above Chiefs had confidered what had been told them, the Delawares and 
Shawanefe on a Belt and String of Wampum expreffed their Satisfa&ion at feeing Com¬ 
miffioners from Pennfylvania, at their Council Fire; and returned Mr. Croghan 
Thanks for introducing them to their feveral Nations, affuring him they would pay 
due Attention to what thofe Gentlemen fhould fay to them from their Brother Onus, 
and their Brethren of that Province. . , 

A Belt and String. 


At a Conference held with the Indians at Fort Pitt, on Friday the 29 th 
Day of April, 1768. 

PRESENT the fame as before. 

Croghan addreffed himfelf to all the different Tribes, and fpoke as follows. 

Brethren, 

' The other Day I introduced you to the Commiffioners from Pennfylvania , and in¬ 
formed you they had feveral Meffages to you from the Governor and good People 
of that Province. They are now going to fpeak to you, and I defire you will pay due 
Attention to what they lhall fay. 

The Commiffioners then in the Name of the Governor of Pennfylvania delivered 
the following Meffages to the Indians. 

The Honourable JOHN PENN, Efq; Lieutenant Governor, and Commander in 
Chief of the Province, of Pennfylvania, and Counties s/’Newcaftle, Kent, and Suffex 
on Delaware, to the feveral Tribes of Indians, living on and beyond tjee Ohio, viz. 
Six Nations, Shawanefe, Delawares, fire.

You will fee that that Meffage was fent on Purpofe to acquaint you that two of 
our bad Inhabitants ljad murdered fome of our Indian Brethren, at Middle Creek, near 
Sufquehanna, and that I was taking all the Pains in my Power to have the Murderers 
apprehended, and brought to the Punifhment they juftly deferve. 

Ever fince I fent that Meffage to you my Heart has been fo deeply afflided with 
Sorrow, for the Lofs you have fuftained by that barbarous A£t, that I could not reft, 
or fleep quiet in my Bed, as I well knew it was a very great Breach of the folemn 
Engagements we had entered into of preferving the ftri&eft Friendffiip between us, 
in not differing the leaft Link in the Chain to be broken or any Ways hurt. 


I have longed much to come myfelf to the Ohio, to take you by the Hand, and fit 
down and condole with you, on fo melancholy an Occafion, in the Lodes you have 
fuftained in the Death of fome of our good Brethren the Indians ; but I mull let you 
know that the great Affairs I have to manage in the Government, necedarily detain 
me at this Time in Philadelphia. —I have therefore appointed my good Brother, "John 
Allen, Efq; and the provincial Secretary, Jofeph Shippen, Efq; Commiffioners to 
meet you on this Occafion, and to fpeak and condole with you in my Stead. They 
will deliver this Meffage to you in my Name, and whatever they diall fay to you, you 
may hear and believe in the fame Manner as if I was prelent among you, and ipoke 
to you myfelf; for you may depend on it, they will fay nothing to you but the real 
Truth, and what are the dneere Sentiments of my Heart.

Brethren, 

I told you alfo in that Meffage, that I had communicated this melancholy News to 
Sir William Johnfon, and promifed you that as foon as I fliould receive his Anfwer, you 

lhould 
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fliould hear from me again; and I hoped in fuch a Manner as would be to your Sa- 1768.

Brethren, 

I am now to inform you, that I have fince received Sir William Johnfonh Anfwer, 
and am pleafed to hear that he has laid-this Matter before a large Number of Indians, 
as well of the Six Nations as of feveral other Northern Tribes of Indians, with whom 
he has lately held friendly Conferences at his Houfe. And Mr. Craghan will relate to 
you whatever was done at that Treaty.

Brethren, 

The unhappy Accidents which have happened to fome of your People, in my Go¬ 
vernment, have given me great Concern, as I have already told you ; I, with this 
String of Wampum, gather up the Bones of all our dead Friends, and bury them in the 
Earth that they may be no more feen. 

A String. 

Brethren, 

As I have buried the Eones of all our deceafed Friends, I condole with you for the 
Lol's you have fuftained in them, and cover their Graves with thefe few Goods. 

Delivered the Condolance Prefents. 

Brethren, 

With this Belt of Wampum, I clean the Blood off the Leaves arid Earth whereon 
it was lprinkled, that the fweet Herbs, which come through the Earth, may have their 
ufual Verdure, and that we may all forget the unhappy Accidents that have happened. 

A large white Belt. 

Brethren, 

Hearken now to what I have to fay further to you, in Behalf of myfelf and all 
the good People of this Province. 

I am informed that fome wicked and ill-difpofed People have told you many Lies* 
endeavoured to make you believe that the good People of my Province are not well af- 
fedted towards you, but intend you fome Milchief, and are not defirous of preferving 
the Chain of Friendlhip bright and entire between us. You may depend on it that 
all fuch Reprefentations are falfe, and without the leaft Foundation, and are made with 
no other View than to make a Breach between us, and the Authors mull be looked 
upon as our greateft Enemies. To affure you that I am deftrous and fincere in my In¬ 
tentions, to live always in the ftrifteft Harmony with you, and to remove every Unea- 
finefs that may be lodged in your Breafts, I have impowered and inftrudted my Com- 
miffioners, to confer with you on any Matters which immediately relate to my Go¬ 
vernment ; and to hear what you may have to fay to me with Regard to all fuch 
Things as may contribute to preferve the Peace* and ftrengthen that Band of Friend- 
fhip in which you are united with the good People of this Province : And I make no 
Doubt but you have the fame good Difpofitions that I have to promote that End; 
and that all Things will be freely communicated to one another in thefe Conferences. 

I defire, therefore, that you will fully inform my Commiffioners of every Thing that 
gives you the leaf!: Uneafinefs, that I may know it and endeavour to remove all Caufe 
of Difcontent among you. 

A Belt. 

Brethren , 

I have told you every Thing I had to fay to you relative to the unhappy Murder 
committed by two of our wicked People, on fome of your Brethren; and as I am, and 
have been, doing every Thing in my Power to bring thofe Offenders to Juftice, I can¬ 
not help reminding you of the N umber of People I have loft in the Indian Country, 
by fome of your foolifh young Men ; and as I am determined that the ftridleft Juftice 
lhall be done you, I mull let you know that I cxpedt the fame Juftice from you for 
the Lofs of His Majefty’s Subjedts intrufted to my Care. This is agreeable to the 
Treaties of Friendlhip long fubfifting between your feveral Nations and us ; and if we 
both unite in attending ftridtly to thofe Treaties, we lhall be able to preferve the 
Chain of Friendlhip bright, and without Ruft. 

It was likewife agreed at thofe Treaties, that whenever any Accident fhould hap¬ 
pen, that might give the leaft Uneafinefs, or in any Manner endanger the Friendlhip 

- fnhfiflina 
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fubfifting between us, we fliould immediately inform each other of it.—Now you 
fee that I have not forgot thofe antient Treaties, for, as toon as I had Knowledge of 
thofe unlucky Accidents, which have happened in my Province, I immediately fent 
you Notice of them by a Speech and Belt, to be delivered to you by Mr. M‘Kee ; and 
I now fend my two Commiilioners to condole with you on that melancholy OcCafion. 
I mutt now inform you of fuch Englijh Subjects belonging to my Province, as have 
been murdered in the Indian Country, and have come to my Knowledge, viz. Henry 
0 ‘Brian, Peter Brown, and eight other Vlen, in proceeding down the Ohio, laft Au- 
gu/l, with two large Batteaus, loaded with Goods, were murdered by the Indians, and 
Part of the Goods taken away near the Falls of that River.— Thomas Mitchell, a Trader, 
was likewife murdered in one of the Shawanefe Villages, lad Fall.— John M'Donald 
was alfo murdered near Fort Pitt, in December lad, by a Delaware Indian. 

A Belt. 

Brethren, 

With this Belt I renew, brighten and make drong the Chain of Friendfhip, thatfub- 
fids between us ; I have dill fad hold of one End of it, and defire you will alfo keep fad 
hold of the other End j and let us both for ever hold it fad, that we may hereafter 
continue as one Man, and adt together in all Matters relating to our mutual Welfare, 
as Brothers who have the fame Intereds and Concern for each other’s Peace and Hap- 
pinefs. A Belt reprefenting a Chain, held by a

The Commiilioners having delivered the Governor’s Mefiages in Council, Mr. 
Crogban addrefled the Indians as follows. 

Brethren, 

You have now heard what the Governor of Pennfyhania hath faid to you by his Cdm- 
mifiioners ; and you fee that he and the wife Men of that Province have not forgot 
the former Friendfhip which fubfided between your Forefathers and theirs. They 
have now condoled with you for your lod Friends, agreeable to your antient Cudom, 
and fpoke their Minds freely on every Subjedt that has caufed their meeting you at this 
Time, and have called upon you to do the fame on your Parts.—They have brigh¬ 
tened the Chain of Friendfhip, and have done every Thing in their Power to preferve 
that Friendfhip which was made between your Forefathers and the fird Settlers of 
that Province, who came over with your antient Brother Onas. 

Brethren, 

I now defire you will affemble all the wife Men of your feveral Tribes together, 
and call to Mind your former Treaties with the good People of Pennfylvania, and con- 
fider what has been faid to you, and fpeak your Minds freely and openly to the Go¬ 
vernor’s Commiilioners, that every Thing which gives you Uneafinefs, or Difcontent, 
may be fully known to your Brother Onas, as he has defired. 

A Belt. 

After the above Speeches were interpreted to the different Nations, one of the Chiefs 
fpoke, and faid they would take them into Confideration, and let us know when they 
fliould be ready to anfwer them. 

Then a Deputy fent from the Six Nation Country got up, and delivered the fol¬ 
lowing Meffage to the feveral Nations prefent. 

Brethren, 

I am lent from the Six Nation Council with this Speech, to inform you, that they 
have confidered well the pafl Condudt of their Warriors in going through this Country 
to and from War, who have made a Pradlice of Healing Horfes, and behaving other- 
wife very ill to their Brethren the Englijh, and have forbid their doing any Mifchief 
for the future ; and do now defire you the Shawanefe, Delawares, and Wyandotts to do

the fain” and to thrgw all evil Thoughts out of your Minds and Hearts ; and to think i 
of nothing but promoting a lafling Friendfhip with your Brethren the Englifh, as we 
your elder Brothers, the Six Nations, have determined to do. 


After the Six Nation Deputy had finifhed the foregoing Speech, and it was inter¬ 
preted to the Indians, Mr. Croghan informed them of the Congrefs Sir William John- 
%n lately held with the Six Nations, Ctanada Indians, and other northern Tribes, of ttie 
Bufinefs tranfafted with them, and the Peace fettled between thofe feveral Nations 
and the Cherokees, andthattheDeputi.es of the latter, with a Number of the Six 
Nations were to return home by the Way of Fort Pitt, and recommended it to the 
different Tribes prefent to behave in a friendly Manner to them, and fee that they 
palled fafe through their Country ; on which Mr. Croghan gave them

us on Account of the unhappy Accidents which have happened between us; as alio 

for the friendly Meffages they have delivered to us in your Name, and you may be al- 
fured we fhall pay due Regard to every Thing you have therein faid to us, 

1 -Ie then requeued the feveral Nations prefent to attend to what he was about to 
fay further to their Brother, the Governor of Pennfylvania ; and preceded. 

The Grief and Concern which you have exprefled to us, on Account of the late 
Mifchiefs committed on our People,, we believe to be very fincere, and that they were 
caufed by the Evil Spirit. You have alfo mentioned, in a particular Mannei, level at 
Loffes which you have fullained in the Indian Country; we are heartily fprry lor 
them, but muft acquaint you, that as to the Murder of the Ten Men in thq Batteaus, 
down this River, we have heard of it as weil as you, but it was committed, by other 
Nations, and not by any of the Tribes here prefent, fo that we have not had the lealt 
Concern in this unhappy Affair.—It is too true that one of your People was killed by 
the Shawanefe, and we are alfo very forry for that Accident.—As to the Man who, you 
fay, was killed near Fort Pitt, by a Delaware Indian, we tell you that the Perfon wi 
committed that Facft, was half a white Man, and the other half an Indian ; lo you lee. 
Brother, that you are equally concerned with us in that Breach of Friendlhip ; but i 
hope. Brother, all thefe Misfortunes are now buried in Obliviqn, and ° U I . 
dren may never think of them more, and that we may continue in the ftridtelt r riend- 
fhip.

The Great Giver of Life has brought us ali together, at this Council Fire, in order 
to promote the good Work of Peace ; and we have heard what our Brother Onas hath 
laic to us by his Commiffioners , and you will now hearken attentively to what the Six 
Waltons are about to fay to him in Anfwer to his Meifages.

Then, addreffing himfelf to the Commiffioners of Pennfy hania, be faid,_ 

Brethren, 

You have already heard what our Nephews, the Delawares, have faid to you ; they 
have fpoken freely and openly to you from their Hearts; and we hope it has made a 
proper Impreffion on you; we are now in like Manner going to open our Hearts 
to you freely, and we alfo hope that what we fhall deliver will be received by you in a 
friendly Manner, 33

In your feveral Speeches you have defired us to open our Minds freely, and to fpeak 
before you every Thing that gives us Uneafinefs; we are obliged to you for this Ad¬ 
vice, which we fhall follow, and are glad of an Opportunity to fpeak to you in Coun- 


Brother, 

It is not without Grief that we fee out Country fettled by you, • without Our Know¬ 
ledge or Confent; and it is a long Time fince we firft complained to you of this Griev¬ 
ance; which we find has not as yet been redrefled; but Settlements are ftill extending 
farther into our Country. Some of them are made direftly on our War Path, leadine 
to our Enemies Country, and we do not like it. ® 

Brother, 

You have Laws amongft you to govern your People by, and it will be the ftrongeft 
Proof of the Sincerity of your Friendffiip to let us fee that you remove the People 
from our Lands ; as yve look upon it, it will be Time enough for you to fettle them 
when you have purchafed them, and the Country becomes yours. 

Brother, A Bdt ' 

We have heard with Pleafure what you have faid to us; you have made our Hearts 
eafy vvith Refpea to the Loffes we havefuffered by you ; and, therefore, we fhall not 
take Notice of any paft Misfortunes—We are glad to find our Nephews, the Dela¬ 
wares, have taken faft hold of the Chain of Friendffiip with you, and by this Belt 
we j om our Hands with you and them in holding it faft. We fpeak now in behalf of 
. the Six Nations refid,ng in this Country, as there are fome of every Tribe prefent, and 
we wiffi, Brother, that you may be ftrong, and as weU difpofed to preferve that Friend- 
ffiip as we are. r

Jit <z Conference held with the Indians, at Fort Pitt, on Tuefday the Third 
of May, 1768. 

PRESENT, the fame as before. 

N YMV/HA, a Speaker for the Shaivanefe, addreffing himfelf to all the Indians, de- 
fired they would attend to what he was going to fay to the Commiflioners bf 
Pennjylvania, and all his Brethren the Englijh, prefent, and fpoke as follows j 

Brethren, 

When you talked of Peace to us, at the Time we Were ftruggling in War, we did 
not hearken to you at firll. You mentioned it a fecond Time to us, we Hill refufed 
to attend to you ; but after repeating it to us feveral Times, we confented to hear you. 
We then looked at you, and faw you holding Infirumcnts of War in your Hands, 
which we took from you, and call them into the Air out of our Sight. We afterwards 
defired you to deltroy your Forts, as that would be the Way to make all Nations of 
Indians believe you were fincere in your Friendlhip i and we new repeat the fame Re¬ 
quell to you again.—We alfo defire you not to go down this River, in the Way of the 
Warriors, belonging to the foolilh Nations to the Weltward; and told you that the 
Waters of this River, a great Way below this Place, were coloured with Blood ; you 
did not pay any Regard to this, but alked us to accompany you in going down, which 
we did, and we felt the Smart of our Ralhnefs, and with Difficulty returned to our 
Friends. We fee you now about making Batteaus, and we make no Doubt you in¬ 
tend going down the River again, which we riow tell you is difagreeable to all Nations 
of Indians, and now again defire you to fit Rill at this Place. 

They are alfo uneafy to fee that you think yourfelves Mailers of this Country, be- 
caufe you have taken it from the French, who you know had no Right to it, as it is 
the Property of us Indians. We often hear that you intend to fight with the French 
again, if - you do, we defire you will remove your Quarrel out of this Country, and 
carry it over the great Waters, where you ufed to fight, and where we lhall neither 
fee or know any Thing of it; All We defire is to enjoy a quiet Peace with you both, 
and that we Ihould be llrong in talking of Peace. 

We have now fpoken to you from our Hearts, and hope we lhall exert outfelvej 
in promoting a lading Friendlhip. All we have to fay td you now is to be ft rang, 
and let us agree to what we defire of each other. When you firll talked of Peace to 
us, you defired us to fit over the River quietly at our Fires ; but our Women and 
Children were frightened away by the Noife you made in repairing your Fort; but, 
if you do as we defired you, they will return without Fear.

Brethren, 

You have heard what we have defired in our lalt Speech, and we ho£e yoU will 
cotnply with our Requell, and not attempt to go down this River again, as the Na¬ 
tions who live that Way are furprized to fee you make a Pradtice of this, at the fame 
Time that you were making Profeffions of Friendlhip to us. We therefore defire 
you will put a Stop to your People going down this River, till we have fpoke to 
the Nations living in that Country; which we intend to'do with the Affillance of bur 
Brothers the Site Nations, and our Grandfathers the Delawares .

Brethren, , 

The Reafon of our mentioning this Matter, at this Time is, becaufe we hope you 
will take Pity on us, and do as we have defired you. 

Then Kffonaucththa, a Chief of the Shawanefe, rofe up and faid.

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Brethren-, 

We are glad to fee you here, and that you arc fent by the Governor of Pennfylvania 
to confer with us at this Council. It much rejoiced our Hearts to take you by the 
Hind on your Arrival, and we allure you that the feveral Nations now prefent are 
equally rejoiced with us on this Account. 


You have informed us that you are fent by the governor and wife Men of Pennfyl- 
mania, to hear'whatever may pafs at this Council. We are glad to hear you fay you 
had made the Road clear and fmooth, as you came along, and that you have brought 
to us the Chain of Friendlhip, in your Hands, from our Brethren the wife Men of 
Pennfylvania. This has difperfed the dark Clouds of Night, which hung over our Heads, 
on Account of many late Misfortunes which have happened, and brought to us the 
Light of the clear Day. You have, no Doubt, heard of many bad Reports of Mif- 
chief, which may have made an ill Impreffion on your Minds againll us ■, we now 
remove them quite away, and make youmHearts eafy, like thofe of your wife Forefa¬ 
thers. We alfo dear the Road on our Farts, that, when you fet off, you may travel 
it back with Pleafure to your Council Houfe at Philadelphia, which I likewife fwecp 
clean, that your wife Men, when you return, may fit down in it with Satisfaction 
and Comfort, and look back upon us, their Brethren, remembering that we have not 
forgot our antient Friendlhip.

Brethren, 

We have now, on all Sides, cleared and made fmooth the Road between you and 
us ; and we defire you, on your Parts, to be ftrongj and not fuffer any of your Soldiers 
to travel it, who carry lharp edged Weapons with them, as that may injure the Friend- 
Blip fubfifting between us. 

A Belt. 


Mr. Croghan then acquainted the Indiam, that the Corrimiffioners of Pennfylvania 
and he would take the above Speeches into Confid^tion, and anfwer them To-mor¬ 
row. 


N. B. This Afternoon fourteen Canoes arrived here, containing thirty-eight Munfies 
and Mohickons, exchijive of Women and Children , who rejide on the Heads of the 
Weft Branch of the Sufquehanna. 


At a Conference held with the Indians, at Fort Pitt, on Wednesday the 
Fourth of May, 1768; P. M. 

PRESENT, the fame as before. 

T HONISSAHGARAWA, a Chief of the Six Nations, rofe up, and, addrelling 
himfelf to the Gentlemen, and feveral Nations prefent, apologized for fome 
Difference which happened this Morning among themfelves, as it was the Means of 
preventing our meeting them in the Forenoon, and defired that their Brethren, the 
Englijh, and the Tribes of Indians prefent, would take no Notice of it. 

A String. 

The fame Chief then fpeke as follows: 

Brethren, 

I am forry to hear what oifr Brethren, the Shawanefe, faid to yon Yefterday* as wfc 
did not expedt that they would have made any Mention of your keeping PoffeUion of 
the Forts you have taken from the French-, for it was agreed upon by the Six Nations, 
as well as all other Indians, that the French Ihould be driven out of this Country, and 
the Poffeffion of all their Forts and Towns put into the Hands of our Brethren the 
Englijh and the Road of Peace was opened, from’ the Sun-riling to the Sun-letting, 
for all Nations to travel in. 

A String. 

Then Kayajhuta, a Chief of the Senecas, got up, and‘laying down a Copy of the 
Treaty of Peace, made by Col. Broadftreet with the Indians, in-the Year 1764, fpokc 
as follows: 

D 


Brethren, 
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'Brethren, • • . • • 

What our Chief has juft now mentioned to you is very true, and you wili lee by 
this Paper, that, during the late unhappy Differences between us, we held a Treaty 
with Colonel Broadjireet, by which we agreed, that you had a Right to build Forts and 
trading Houfes where you pleafedj and to travel the Road o t Peace, from the Sun- 
rifing to the Sun-feiting. At that Treaty the Sbdwanefe and Delawares were with 
me, and know all this well; and I am much furprized that the Sbawanefe fhould (peak 
to you in the Manner they did Yefterday. 

The Commiflioners then addreffed themfelves th the Six Nations, and fpoke as fol¬ 
lows : 

Brethren of the Six Nations, 

It gave us great Pleafure to hear what you faid the other Day to your P. rot her Ortas 
and we thank you in his Name for the Readinefs you dilcovered in brightening and 
making ftrong our antient Chain of Friendlfrip. This will be very :igrcc_ Me to him, 
as we know he is fincerely determined to continue to do the fame on his i’.ut. 


Brethren, 

We efteem it a ftrong Mark of the Sincerity and Goodnefs of your Hearts, that 
you have opened them to us fo freely and fully, as your Brother Onus earneftiy riefired 
you, that he might know whatever layftill concealed within your Breads, which gave 
you any Uneafinefs. 


Brethren, , 

You have candidly and publicly told us that you are now eafy with Refpedt to all 
former Loffes you have buffered by our Means, and that you will take no farther No- . 
tice of fuch Things. This intirely correfponds with your ftrong ProHilMns of i'tiend- 
fhip. , „ . 

v A String. 

Brethren, 

You hwe alfo freely, and without Referve, informed us that the only Grievance, 
which you now have Realon to complain of, is the Settlement made cn your Lands. 
We are glad. Brethren, we have now fS good an Opportunity of a; qnainting you," as 
well as thefeveral Nations prefent, with the Mind of your Brother Onus, and the En¬ 
deavours which have been ufed to do you Juftice in this Rcfpedt. 


Brethren, 

We can allure you that nothing has given him more Concern than to find a Number 
of fooiilh People fhould dare to feat themfelves on Lands in this 1 rovince, which 
your good Friends the Proprietors^have not as yet purchafed from you. Governor Penn, 
therefore, as well from his own fi’ncere and earned; Inclinations to remove this Inju¬ 
ry done you, ashy the exprefs Commands of our gt eat King George, i fined Proclama¬ 
tions,- near two Years-ago, ordering all Perfons whatfoever, who had fettled on your 
Lands, to remove without Delay, and forbidding others from taking the leaft Polleffon 
of any, under the fevereft Penalty of the Law. 

Brethren, 

As the People, who have fettled your Lands, came chiefly from Virgin:,;, the Go¬ 
vernor of that Province likewife iffued Proclamations and Orders to the lame Purpofe. 
The King’s General too (His Excellency General GageJ hath twice lent up Parties of 
Soldiers to the People living on Redjlone Creek and the Monongahila, to warn them off 
your Lands, and threatened them with feizing their Perfons and Eftefls, if they re- 
fufed fo move away. But, Brethren, we are forry to tell you, that niMie oi theft Mea- 
fures have had the defired Effedt ; and, therefore. Governor Penn, and his Affembly, 
having ftill your Intereft greatly at Heart, paffed a Law, in February iaft, inflicting the 
Penalty of Death on all Perfons who fhould continue on your Lands after the firit i Jay of 
. yune next; and, in order that the People, who were fettled on them, might have timely 
and proper Notice of that Law, Governor Penn, near two Months ago, lent to them 
four prudent and honeft Men to diftribute Copies of it among them, with a Number 
of Proclamations, commanding them to obey itftri&ly, under the Penalty of Death, 
and alfo to read and explain them fully to all thofe People. 

Brethren, . , 

Thofe four Men have lately returned home, and reported to the Governor of Penn- 
fylvania, that they had executed his Orders; but that they were told by the People 

- fcttled 
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fettled at and near Redflone Creek, that they had been encouraged by the Indians them- 
felyes to continue on thofe Lands 5 that, however, they are determined to obey the 
Law, and move off without Delay. But, Brethren, we are forry to tell you, that as 
' foon as the Men fent by the Governor had prevailed on the Settlers to corifent to a 
Compliance with the Law, there came among then; eight Indians, who live at the 
Mingo Town down this River, and defired the People not to leave their Settlements, 
but to fit quiet on them till the prefent Treaty at this Place fliould be concluded. The 
People, on receiving this Advice and Encouragement, fuddenly changed their Minds, 
and determined not to quit their Places, till they Ihould hear farther from the Indians. 

The Indians then delivered to the Men fent by the Governor a String of Wampum, 
and a Speech, which they delired them to carry to the Governor. The Speech was 

this: - “ You are fent here By your great Men to tell thefe People togo away from 

“ the Lands which you fay is ours, and our great Men have fent us, and we are glad 
“ to meet here the fame Day. We tell .you the white People mud Hop, and we 
“ flop them till the Treaty ; and when George Croghan and our great Men fhali fpeak 
“ together, tve will tell them what to do.” 

Now, Brethren, we cannot help exprefling to you our great Concern at this Beha¬ 
viour of thofe Indians, as it has abfoluteiy fruilrated the Steps the Governor Was taking 
to do you Jullice, by the immediate Removal of thofe People from your Lands. And 
we mud tell you, Brethren, that the Conduit of thofe Indians appears to us very adonilh- 
ing; and we arc much at a Lofs to account for the Reafon of it at this Time, when the 
Six Nations .are complaining of Encroachments being made on their Lands. You your- 
felves. Brethren, mud be very leniible that, while any of the Indians encourage the 
People to flay on your Lands, it will inevitably defeat all our Meafures to remove 
them. But, Brethren, all that we have now to defire of you is, that you will immedi¬ 
ately fend off fome of your prudent and wife Men with a Meflage to the People fettled at 
Redjlone, Youghoghainy, and Monongahela, to contradict the Advice of the eight Indians 
from the Mingo Town ; and to acquaint them that you very much difapprove of their 
continuing any longer on their Settlements ; and that you expeCt they will quit them 
without Delay. 

If you agree to this, we will fend an honed arid difcreet white Man to acfljpipany 
your Meflengers. And, Brethren, if after receiving fuch Notice from you, they fliall 
refufe to fWnove by the Time limited them, you may depend upon it, tile Govern¬ 
ment will not fail to put the Law into immediate Execution againd them. 

* A String. 

The Commifiloflers then, addrefling themfelves to the Shawanefe, fpoke as follows: 

' Brethren, 

In the fird Part of your Speeches Yederday, you acquainted us that it was very difa- 
greeable to you to fee a Fort continued at this Place, contrary to your Expectations,' 
and that you were very forry to find a Number of Batteaus building.here, in order to go 
down the River. With Regard to thefe Things we can only fay, it is not a little fur- 
prizing to us that you fhould mention them at this Time, as we have always under- 
dood that this Matter was lettled*with the Six Nations, and all other Indians, fcvecal 
Years ago, and their full Confent obtained for keeping Forts in your Country, as well 
as lor going down this River to trade. But, Brethren, *as we came here to confer 
with you on SubjeCls which only relate to the Province of Pennfylvania, we have no 
Concern in this Bufinels. It is an Affair of our great King of England, and as fuch 
we mud refer you for a more particular Anfwer to Mr. Croghan, who, you know, is ap¬ 
pointed by his Majedy to tranfaCl his Affairs with the Indians in this Country. 

The Commiffioners then fpoke to the Delawares, Shawanefe, Munjies, Mohiekons, 
and Wyandotts, as follows : 

Brethren, 

We now return you Thanks, in the Name of the Governor of Pennfylvania, and in 
Behalf of the good People of that Province, for the kind Manner in which you have 
received his Meffages by us. We allure you it gave us great Satisfaction to hear you 
declare, in this public Couucil, your hearty Concurrence with him in keeping fad 
hold of the Chain of Friendfh'p, and your Detdtmination to preferve it bright, and 
not to differ any little Accidents to make a Breach in it. 


Brethren, 
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'Brethren, 

It is a ftrong Proof of the Sincerity of your Hearts, that you have refolded to forget 
intirdy all the pall Mifchiefs ahd Injuries which have been committed by the Folly of 
our wicked and ralh young Men, and we now hope thef e Things will never interrupt 
our future Peace and Happinefs, 

Brethren, 

We alfo thank you for making the Road fmooth between you and the People of Penn- 
fylvania, by removing all the ObftruCtions that were in it, in fuch a Manner that it may 
be travelled by all People with hafe and Safety. 

Brethren , 

It will give.us much Pleafure, when we return to Philadelphia, to communicate to 
the Governor all that has paffed between us in thefe Conferences ; and to affure him 
of your friendly Difpofitions and upright Intentions, which vou mav depend on we 
fhall faithfully do. . / j r 

A Belt. 

The Commiffioners having finilhed what they had to fay to the Indians, Mr. Crog -' 
han made them the following Speeches: 

Brethren the Shawanefe, 

When you fpoke Yefterday to the Governor of Penn/ylvania, you defired fiim to de- 
ftroy this Fort, and not totals down this River, as it was bloody; and laid that our 
Warriors, palling through your Country, gave you and all other Nations great Unea- 
finefs in your Minds.—You are the only Nation that has mentioned this Circum- 
ftance, and I mult tell you that this F'ort was built by the King’s Orders, and that 
your Brother, the Governor of Fennjylvania, has no Concern in this Matter. 

Brethren, 

I well remember that when the French firft built a Fort here, and paffed up and 
down this River, -you did not defire them to deltroy their Forts, and leave your Coun- 
try. J>Ve were at War with your old Father*, the French, when we drove them 
away|j|md took Poffeffion of this Fort; after that we conquered them, which .you 
well "Know, and when we came here the Six Nations agreed to it* and cyne with us* 
and opened a Road of Peace through all this Country, from the Sun JBfirig to the 
Sun-fettmg, both by Land and Water, that we might talk in Peace with all Nations 
of Indians to the Weftward j and we thought the Six Nations had a Right fo to do, as 
we always underftood that they were the original Proprietors of this Country. 

Brethren, 

When I was firft going down this River, by Order of his Ekcellency General Gaze, 
find the Honourable Sir William Jobnfon , all the Nations now prefent agreed to it, and 
fent Deputies with me to promote the good Works of Peace with all Nations of 
Indians to the Weftward ; and to receive.them into the Chain of Friendlhip fubfifting 
between the King’s Subjects, the Six Nations, and all others in Alliance with them; 
and to take them under his Majefty’s moft gracious Protection, which has been fince 
rc 1S Very true ’ when we firft went down > ^ met with a Misfortune from fome 
cf the Nations we were going to fpeak to, through the Initiation of the French, who 
then had an Influence withfchofe People to perfuade them to do Mifchief, but ever 
fince that Time thofe Nations have behaved well to their Brethren, the Englifh, and 
after that unhappy Accident, by which we were Sufferers, Captain Murray and Mr 
M<Kee condoled with your Nation for your Loffes, agreeable to the antient Cuftom 
of our Forefathers, and buried the Bones of our deceafed Friends, whofe Lofs gave 
me great Pain of Mind ; and I did not expeCt to find their Bones raked out of the 
Ground, and brought into Council at this Time, efpecially as you muftknow that we 
weftftruck by the very Hatchet you yourfelves put into their Hands to ftrike the 
Engljh with. 

Brethren, 

By the late Treaty of' Peace between the King of Great-Britain and the French 
King, the latter gave us Poffeflion of all their Forts and-Towns, as we had conquered 
them. You likewife took Notice, Yefterday, of our building Boats, and making 
Repairs to this Fort. I muft tell you, that the King my Mailer never made War on 
any Indian Nation in this Country; on the contrary, lie has always promoted Peace 

among

atoong you; an Indancc of which you fee in the Peace brought about between the 
Six Nations and Cherokees. But you all well know that the French adted on different 
Principles, by letting one Nation at War againd another. This Condudt of theirs was 
not pleafing to the Six Nations; they, therefore, requeded the Englijh to go with 
them and Sir William fohnfon to drive the French from Niagara, and put it into the 
Pofl'eflion of the Englijh, which you all well know they did; and finee that Time 
our Warriors have paued through this Country from Fort to Fort, and back again, and 
no Difference has happened between them and your People. 1 am therefore furprized. 
Brethren, to hear you want t<? flop) the Road of Peace that hath been fo long opened 
for all Nations, from the Sun-rifing to the Sun-fetting. 

A Belt. 

Brethren of the Six Nations, Shawanefe, Delawares, Wyandotts, Munfies and 
Mohickons, give Attention to what I am going to fay to you. 

It gives me great Satisfadtion to find that the Meafures taken by the Governor of 
Pennfylvania, and the wife People of that Province, have proved fo effectual and agree¬ 
able to your feveral Nations as to remove all Uneafinefs from your Minch, on Account 
of the many Accidents that have happened between your People and the King’s fub- 
jedts in that Province; and that yc u have buried them fo deep in the Earth that nei¬ 
ther you, nor your Children yet unborn, may ever call them to Remembrance. 

Brethren, 

Your Forefathers lived in the dridted Friendfhip with tlmyvorthy Founder of that 
Province, and the good People that came with him j and you have now renewed and 
brightened that antient Chain of Friendfhip with the Governors CommifTioners, in Be¬ 
half of the King’s Subjects in that Government. I now recommend it to your feveral 
Nations to hold fad by that Chain, and adt on the fame Principles your wife Forefa¬ 
thers formerly did; 

A String. 


Brethren, 

You have all heard what the Six Nations faid to you by their Deputies, that they 
heartily repented of their own pad ill Condudt towards their Brethren, the Englijh, 
in dealing Horfes and committing other Abufes; and they have defired you. Brethren, 
to call out all evil Thoughts from your Minds, and return any flolen Horfes^ you 
may have amongd you, and think of nothing, for the future, but promoting the good 
Work of Peace between you and your good Brethren, the Englifi. 

Brethren, 

The King of Great-Britain, your Father and my Mafter, takes Delight in promot¬ 
ing Peace among all Nations of Indians, in this Country, and his own Subjedts, which 
you mull be well acquainted with. You all daily experience his Love towards you; 
and his Pity for your Neceflities, by the Favours you condantly receive from his Of¬ 
ficers here and ellewhere, and I am forry to fay that your pad Condudt fhews a Want 
of Gratitude in you to his Subjedts. 

Whenever the King makes Peace with any Nation, he never violates his Engage¬ 
ments, though he always has it in his Power to chadize any People that dare be lb 
hardy as to didurb the Tranquillity of their Neighbours.—But I now trud, Brethreri, 
that your future Condudt will be fuch as may merit his Majedy’s Edeem and Protec¬ 
tion. 

By this Belt I now clear the Road of Peace,- and fnake it fmooth and eafy fo travel, 
from the Sun-rifing to the Sun-fetting, that your Brethren the Englijh, and all Nations 
of Indians, may travel it with Pleal'ure, as one People, united in the dronged Chain 
of Friendfhip, that our Women, and Children yet unborn, may mutually enjoy the 
Bleflings of a lading Peace. 

Brethren of the Six Nations, who are fettled at the Two Creeks, 

1 am forry to hear from fome of yotir Brethren, the Englijh, that whenever any of 
thdiri pafs by your Village, you take Rum and other Things from them. You mud 
be fenfible this Condudt is very wrong, and a Breach of your Engagements to us. I 
hope I fhall hear no fnore of it. You have bedn defired three Years ago, by the Six 
Nation Council, to remove up this River nearer to their Country, and I now defire 
E you 
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you will take that Meffage into your moft ferious Confideration, and do as they have 
directed you; which will be very agreeable to all your Brethren the Englijh. 

A String. 

Mr. Croghan having finiihed what he had to fay to the Indians, the Commiffioners 
addreffed themfelves to all the Nations prefent, and faid. 

Brethren, 

We are now to acquaint you, that, by order of the Government of Pennfylvanid, 
we deliver to you a Prefent of Goods, to be diftributsd among the feveral Tribes 
prefent, to clothe your Women and Children ; and we defire you will receive them 
as a Teftimony of the Affedtion and Regard which the Governor and good People of 
this Province have for you. 

The Commiffioners then delivered the Prefents to the different Tribes, amounting 
to One Thoufand and Fifty Pounds, Pennfylvania Currency* including the feveral pri¬ 
vate Prefents made to the Chiefs and principal Warriors. 

"This Evening arrived here ‘Pwenty-five Six Nation Warriors, on their Return from the 
Cherokee Country, and brought with them two Prifoners. 


At a private Conference held at Port Pitt, on Friday the Sixth of May, 
1768, with all the Chiefs and principal Warriors of the Delawares, 
Munfies and Mohickons. 

PRESENT, Mr. Crogha-n and the Commifioners. 

T HE Beaver rofe up and fpoke as'follows, in Behalf of the Delawares, Munjies, 
and Mohickons, 

Brethren, . . 

It gives us great Pleafure that the Conferences are now ended, that the antient 
Chain of Friendihip is now renewed, and the Road made fmooth between our 

feveral Tribes and our Brother the Governor of Pennfylvania. -Every Thing you 

have faid refpedting the Folly of our young People, in ftealing your Horfes and com¬ 
mitting other Abufes, we have laid to our Hearts, and will take Care to prevent any 
fuch Mifcondudt in them for the future; and we defire. Brethren, you will take Care that 
none of your young People Real any Horfes from us, which they have frequently done. 


He then addrejjed himfelf to the CommiJJioners, and faid, 

Brethren, 

We now fpeak to you on Account of Trade—The Traders, who fupply us with 
Goods, come from your Province, and we do not take upon us to judge whether the 
Goods they fell to us are dear or not, as we are ignorant of what they coft them ; but 
we are certain, from Our own Knowledge, that they do not allow us the fame Price 
for our Skins and Furs as they did formerly, and hope you will fpeak to them to 
allow us a fufficient Price for our Peltry. 

A Belt. 

Brethren, 

The Country lying between this River arid the Alleghenny Mountains, has always 
been our Hunting Ground; but the white People, who have fcattered themfelves 
over it, have, by their hunting, deprived us of the Game, which we look Upon 
Ourfelves to have the only Right to; and we defire you will acquaint our Brother, the 
Governor, of this, and prevent their hunting there for the future. 

A String. 

Brethren, 

We have now done fpeaking on Bufinefs, and every Thing has been fettled at this 
Conference to our Satisfadtionj and we have agreed, that two of our principal War¬ 
riors 
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riors, named Quequedaguedo and Killbuck, {hall accompany you to Philadelphia, in order 
to fee the Governor, and bring us fuch Anfwers as he {hall think proper to fend us 
refpedting our Trade and Hunting Country. 

A Belt. 

To which the CommiJJioners replied. 

Brethren, 

We have already communicated to you, and the other Nations, the feveral Steps 
taken by the Government to do you all Juftice, with Refpedt to the Encroachments 
on your Lands; and we {hall carefully report to the Governor every Thing you have 
now faid to Us on this Head, that he may take fuch Meafures as may be judged moll 
expedient to fatisfy you j and you may exped to receive his Anfvver as foon as a con¬ 
venient Opportunity offers. 


At a Meeting held at Fort Pitt, on Saturday the 7th of May, 1768, with 
the Chiefs and principal Warriors of the Shawanefe. 

PRESENT, Mr. Croghan and the CommiJJioners, 

K ISSINAUGHTHA, a Chief of the Shawanefe, addreffed himfelf to the Com- 
miffioners, and faid, 

Brethren, 

When you fpoke to us from the Governor, you defired us to fpeak from our 
Hearts, and tell you what gave us any Uneafinefs of Mind. We cohlidered your 
Speeches, and did fo, which we find by your Anfwer was not agreeable to yo\j. 
You tell us, what we fpoke to you aid not belong to the Governor of Pennfylvania , 
but to the King; 

Brethren, 

We affure you that we are as well difpofed to live in Friendlhip with our Brethren 
the Engljh, as any other Nation in this Country, and will hold faff by the Chain of 
Friendlhip, now renewed and lightened by our Brother Onas, as long as the Grafs 
grows, or Waters run, with all our Brethren the Englijh. 

A String. 

The fame Speaker addreffed himfelf to Mr. Croghan, and fpoke as follows .- 
Brother, 

We are all very forry that we lhould have faid any Thing, the other Day, to out 
Brother Onas, that lhould give you, or his Commiffioners, any Offence, or our Bre¬ 
thren the Six Nations. But as the Governor of Pennfylvania, in his Speeches, defired 
us to open our Minds, and to tell every Thing that gives us any Uneafinefs, we were 
determined to do fo; 

Brother , 

When you fpoke to us the next Day, you told us every Thing that paffed in 
the Time of War, as well as fince, which is very true; and we acknowledge we 
were wrong, though we did not expedl you would do as we requefted. And, from 
what you have told us, we know that it is not in the Power of any other Perlon 
but the King our Father. And though you fay, we are the only Nation that has 
mentioned this to you, we know that all other Nations of Indians wifli, as well as 
we, that there were no Forts in this Country. 

As to what we faid about the Boats going down the River, we did not mean that 
they {hould not go, but defired you would not fend them till we had Time to go 
and counfel with the Nations in that Country, as we have heard bad News from 
thence. And as to what we faid about our People that were killed, when you 
were taken Prifoner, we only mentioned it to lhew you what a foolifh People the 
Indians there are. It is very true. Brother, we did fend a Hatchet to thofe Na¬ 
tions in Time of War j but it was fent to Us from the Senecas, to carry to them. 


Brother. 
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Brother, 

-1768. We now defire that you may forget what we firft fpoke to you about tbofe 
—v — J Things; and help us to feme Council Wampum, as we are very poor; and we will 
immediately fet out to talk to all the Nations in that Country, and take back from 
them all the Belts we fent them, "and do every Thing in our Power to make the 
Road fmooth and eafy to travel, and convince you that we are as much difpofed to 
hold fall the Chain of Friendlhip, as any Nation in this Country. 

A Belt. 


At a Meeting held at Fort Pitt, on Monday the Ninth of May, 1768, 
with the Chiefs and principal Warriors of the Six Nations. 

PRESENT, Mr. Croghan, and the CommiJJioners. 

I T was agreed upon by them to comply with the Requeft of the Commiflioners in 
fending Meflengers to the People fettled at Redjione, Youg'hiogany and Mononge- 
hela , to lignify to them the great Difpleafure of the Six Nations at their taking 
Pofllflion of the Lands there-, and making Settlements on them ; and alfo that it is 
expetted they will, with their .Families, remove without further Notice. They ac¬ 
cordingly appointed the Whitt Mingo and the three Deputies fent from the Six Na¬ 
tion Country, to carry a Meflage to that Effeft; and the Commiflioners agreed to 
fend Mr. John Frazer and Mr. William Fhompfon, to accompany them with written 
Inftrudtions, in Behalf of the Government of Pennfylvania. 


Monday, Ninth of May, I768. P.M. 

T H E Indian Meflengers having agreed to fet out for Redjione Creek To-morrow, 
the Commiflioners, as an Encouragement to them for theTrouble of their Jotir- 
ney, made them a Ppefent of fome black Wampum. 

They then defired Mr. Frazer and Capt. Fhompfon to hold themfelves prepared for 
accompanying the Indian Meflengers in the Morning, and wrote them a Letter of in¬ 
ftrudtions* which follows in thefe Words, viz. 

Fort Pitt, the Ninth of May, 1768; 

Gentlemen, 

T H E Six Nations, at the public Conferences held laft Week with them and 
other Tribes of Indians at this Place, renewed their Complaints of Encroach¬ 
ments being made on their Lands; and they have agreed, at our Inltance, to fend 
four Meflengers to the People fettled on the Waters of the Monongahela and Yougbio- 
gany, to exprefs their great Difapprobation of their continuing ftill there; and alfo 
to let them know that it is expedted, by the whole Confederacy of the Six Nations, 
that they will remove from the Lands they have unjuftly taken Poffeflion of, without 
further Delay. But as ^t is neceflary, in order to enforce the Meflage from the In¬ 
dians, and to fee that it is properly and effedtually.communicated to the People, that 
fome prudent Perfons fhould accompany the Indian Meflengers, we requeft you will 
do us the Favour to undertake this Bufinefs. 

As foon as you arrive in the midft of the Settlements near Redjione Creek, it will 
be proper to convene as many of the Settlers as poflible, to whom the Indians may 
then deliver their Meflage, which (hall be given to you in Writing; and we defire 
you will leave a few Copies of'it with the principal People, that they may commu¬ 
nicate the fame to thofe who live at any confiderable Diftance from them. We here¬ 
with furnifh you with a Copy of the Speech delivered to us at this Treaty by the Six- 
Nations, refpediing the Settlement of their Lands, which you will be pleafcd to read 
to the Settlers for their Information. 

You may then acquaint them, that they muft now be convihced by this Meflage, 
and the Speech of the Six Nations, that they have hitherto been grofsly deceived by 
a few ftraggling Indians of no Confequence, who may have encouraged them to con¬ 
tinue on their Settlements; and that they will now be left without the leaft Pretence

Nation!) to the Commiffioners kt their Lodgings; Wjhere the former addreffed hiirifclf 
to them in Effedt as follows, viz.

'Brethren, 

I am very forry to find, that you have been difappointed in your Expeditions of the 
Indian Meflengers going to Redjlone, according to your Ddire; and our Agreement; * 
and I am much afraid that you are now going away from us with-a difcohterited Mind, , 
on this Account. Believe me. Brethren, this Thought fills my Heart with the deeped 
Grief, and I could not fuffer you to leave us without fpeaking to you on this Siibjed, 
and endeavouring to make your Minds eafy. We were*all'of us-much difpoled to com¬ 
ply withyour R.equeft, and expedited it could have been done without Difficulty, but 
I now^find that not’only the Indians appointed by us, but all our other young Men, 
are very anwilling.to carry a MeiTage from us to the white People, ordering trie in to 
remove from our Lands. They lay they would not choofe to incur the ill Will of 
thofe People, for, if they Ihould be now removed, they will hereafter return to their 
Settlements, when th eEngliJh have purchafed the Country from-us. And we lhall 
be very unhappy* if, by our Condudt towards them at this Time, we lhall gi\*: them 
Reafoii to diflike lis, and treat us in an unwind Mafiner when.they again become oijr 
Neighbours; We therefore hope. Brethren, you will not be difpleafed with us for- 
not performing our Agreement with you, for you.may be affdred that We have good 
Hearts towards all our Brethren the Englifh. 

The Commifiioners returned Kayajhuta many Thanks for his friendly Behaviour on 
this Occafion ; and allured him that they greatly approved of the Condudt of all the 
Indians, during the Treaty, and were now returning home with very eafy and con¬ 
tented Minds. They further acquainted him that their Reafon for urging them to 
fend a M/slfageto the Redjlone Settlers proceeded intirely from the great Anxiety they 
had of contributing every Thing in their Power, that might expedite the Meafures 
taken by the Government to do them Juftice, and to redrefs every Injury they com¬ 
plained of. Yet, as they found the Compliance of their Requeft was difagreeable to 
the Indians, they IhouW not prels the Matter on them any further, though it appeared 
to be a Step very neceffary to be taker; at this Titoe. 

They then took Leave of the Indians, in the.molt friendly Manner, and fat out on 
their Return to Philadelphia.
